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Louis C. Kozlowski, Republican Candidate 
for Legislature Shot in Street Brawl Be- 
tween Democratic Ward Workers and 
His Friend After Political Meeting. 
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HAD WON POLES FROM 
THE DEMOCRATIC PARTY 
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Was Nominated by Republicans in a Deal 
Whereby Political Club Was Formed 
Amongst His Countrymen in the Third 
Legislative District, 

Louis Kozlowski, a young Polish editor nominated last week for 
the Missouri Legislature by the Republicans of the Third District, 

died from a bullet wotind at the City Hospital Tuesday morning as a 


result of a plan in practical politics to swing several thousand Poles 
of Democratic sympathies over to the Republican ide, 


Kozlowski was injured early Monday 
gnorning while watching a quarrel in 
which another Pole, his political advis- 
ér, and a Democratic worker shot at 
Sach other several times. It was at first 
feported that the fight was over two 
women who were with the Democrat. It 
mow develops that the shooting fol- 
concerning the Polish 
changing of front from the Democratic 
to the Republican side. 

The majority of the 20,000 Poles in St. 
Qouis live in the Third District, which 
ds composed of the Third and Sixteenth 
wards. For over a decade the greater 
part of these Poles have been Demo- 
cratic in their political convictions, 

A month or so ago Republican poli- 
ticlans conceived the idea of swinging 
these Poles, many of whom had ex- 
pressed dissatisfaction at the rule of the 
Democrats, by putting one of their num- 
ber on the Republican slate. 

Felix Brandt, who is the moving spirit 
{n several parish and social organizae 
tions among the Poles and was known 
as @ power among them, was ap- 
proached. He refused the nomination, 
but said he was in sympathy with the 
movement to come into the Republican 
camp. : 
Young Editor Nominated. 


The name of Kozlowski was then 
brought up. Kozlowski was young, only 
28, and ambitious. As the editor of a 
Polish newspaper he was well known 
and well liked among the Poles. 
politicians thought he might be a good 
man and Brandt agreed with them, 

The young editor accepted the nomina- 
tion with enthusiasm. With Brandt, 
who knew him well and was his friend, 
As his political adviser he canvassel 
the district thoroughly. 

With the ward leaders staying in thé 
background, but giving skillful advice 
for the engineering of the political 
@cheme, Brandt organized the Poles into 
a Repubdlican club, Sunday night these 
Poles met in two big meetings. Brandt 
and Kozlowski addressed both of the 
meetings. 

Brandt said that the Democratic party 
in St. Louis had never given the Polish 
element any proper recognition and that 
it was time that they should turn to the 
Republicans. He then urged them to 
support Kozlowski, as he was of their 
own blood. " 

Parties Met itn Street. 

It was nearly 2 o'clock Monday 
morning when the young candidate 
started for his home at 1848 Cass 
a@venue. He was walking west on 
Cass avenue with Brandt and Wil- 
liam Otto, a Republican. At Twelfth 
etreet the three men met John Neu- 
decker, who served a penitentiary 
term for bates | robbery, and Wil- 
Ham Devaney, both of whom § are 
known as workers in the interest of 
the Democratic faction that is led 
by ‘“‘Boots” Brennan and ‘Jimmie’ 
Miles. Devaney and Neudecker were 
walking with two women. 

Brandt says that his companion, Otto, 
looked around at the two men and two 
women and laughed. Then, according to 
the statement‘ of Brandt, Neudecker 
turned and made a vile remark about 
the Poles. 

At. this Brandt left his companions 
and went towards Neudecker. Brandt 
gays that he was trying to Keep Neu- 
decker from starting a row. At any 
rate, Neudecker pulled out a revolver 
and struck Brandt heavily on the right 
ear and on the top of his| head with the 
butt end of the weapon. Brandt went 
to the ground. 

Shooting was Lively. 


Koglowski and Otto started towards 


Brandt to assist him to his feet, but 
Brandt had got up before’ they 
reached him and, drawing hits own 
pistol, he opened fire on Neudecker, 
who also began shooting. The young 
nominee and the Republican jumped 
back to escape the bulidis that vega: 
whistling and Devanhey and the 
women did the same On the other 
side, 


One of the bullets struck Kozlowsk! 
the abdomen. As his sharp cry 
rang out the Democrets and the 
women left the scene hurriedly, and 
Kozlowski! walked with his friends 
to a doctor's office five blocks away, 
On the way he told his companions 
that he was not badly hurt. He was 
sent to the: hospital as soon as the 
physician had examined his wound. 
oF bat a afternoon at the hospital the 
ung man was in -cheerful spirits and 
toa Sis mother and five sisters who 
visited him that he was all rieht and 
would soon be out. His relatives wen’ 
back to their home in better spirits and 
Tuesday morning they were altogether 
unprepared for the shock Two of his 
sisters wen: to the hotpital Tuesday 
and when they found that thetr brother 
wan dead they were aimoat hysterical! 
They went to their home and on the 
broke down several times. And at 
home, when they told their other 
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sisters and their mother, there was such 
Brief at the house that the neighbors 
thought Several of them might be ill. 

With the news of the death of Koz- 
lowski the’ police proinptly rearrested 
Neudecker, who had been bailed out 
with Devaney Monday afternoon. Neu- 
decker was seen by a Post-Dispateh re- 
porter behind the bars of his cell in the 
Carr Street Police Station. He refused 
to discuss the shooting, but said he 
Would make a statement later. 

Brandt was arrested after the shoot- 
ing, but when taken before the grand 
Jury Monday he explained that he was 
Kozlowski's friend and was then re- 
leased. Devaney was charged with dis- 
turbing the peate and resisting the of- 
ficers who arrested him and was put 
on the docket of the Dayton Street Po- 
lice Court. 

Neudecker, who is in Jail, accused of 
the shooting, conducts a saloon at 1504 
Cass avenue. In this connection the 
police point out that Neudecker is an 
‘ex-convict and that the laws specifical- 
ly forbids the issuance of a_ saloon 
license to any man convicted of a fel- 
ony. 

Neudecker was arrested in 1897 and 
pleaded guilty to highway robbery. He 
robbed Frank Schrantemeyer in front 
of the Sisters of the Poor Home of a 
gold watch and money, and was sent 
to the Penitentiary for five years. 

Chief of Police Creecy- and Capt. 
Johnson of the Carr Street District say 
that the Excise Commissioner fs respon- 
sible for the issuance of the license to 
Neudecker. They say that he did not, 
as the law requires, request them to 
furnish a report on Neudecker's char- 
acter. After the license was _ issued, 
they say, they did not. report to the 
commissioner the fact that Neudecker 
was an ex-convict because they thought 
that would be meddling with the com- 
missioner’s affairs. 


SHOOTS HUSBAND 
ARMED WITH KNIFE 


Daughter and Several Children 
Witness Tragedy in Chi- 
cago Home. 


CHICAGO, Oct. 15.—In the presence of 
her daughter and a party of children, 
Mrs. Sarah Alcopa shot and killed her 
husband, John L,. Alcopa, early today 
at their home. 

The shots were fired to save her own 
life. Alcopa was chasing her around 
the house with a butcher knife and she 


ran into her bedroom, took a revolver 
from the dresser and fired two shots, 
one striking the man in the left temple 
and the other in the lung, 

He died instantly. 

Alcopa was a cigarmaker, 39 years old. 
His wife is 39, and there are twe chil- 
dren, 

Jealousy of a roomer at the house is 
said to have caused the shooting. 

Mrs. Alcopa was arrested.

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Attorney E. Cs Crow, counsel for the 
Government in its suit against the Ter- 
minal monopoly, will go before Judge 
Finkelnburg of the United States Dis- 
trict Court, asking an order requiring 
R. M. Fraser, chairman of the East- 
bound I'reight Committee to produce 
the records of his committee for the 
past five years. If Judge Finkelnburg 
grants the order, the Clerk of the Dis- 
trict Court will issue a subpena duces 
tecum against Fraser. 

Crow’s -decision to go before Judge 


Finkelr&®urg is the result of a ruling by 
Judge Adams in the District Court 
Tuesday, discharging s#raser, who had 
been under $1000 bond following his re- 
fusal to produce the rate records sought 
by the Government. The Governmenr 
hopes by these to prove a rate agree- 
ment, to which the Terminal was a 
party. 

Judge Adams decided, after he had 
heard the arguments of Fraser’s attor- 
neys in the habeas corpus proceedings 
which they brought, that Special Com- 
missioner Romibauer, who is hearing 
testimony im the Terminal suit, had not 
the authoritySainder the order appoint- 
ing him to issue a subpena duces tecum. 

On Fraser’s refusal Thursday to pro- 
duce the records of his committee for 
the last five years, Commissioner Rom- 
bauer placed him constructively under 
arrest. Fraser’s attorneys immediately 
began habeas corpus proceedings, and 
Fraser was released under $1000 bond. 
After hearing the arguments Tuesday 
Judge Adams gave a lengthy verbal 
opinion and then discharged Fraser. In 
his opinion, Judge Adams said, in part: 


Power of Arrest Lacking. 


“Under. the general practices, commis- 
would not ‘have power to order 


sioner 
the production of books, but a special 


power may be conferred on him by the 
order appointing him. The Court finds 
the examiner has power to compel the 
attendance of witnesses, but the ques- 
tion arises, has he the power to compel 
the production of books and papers by 
persons other than parties to the suit. 
The books and papers of an individual 
are sometimes of so sacred a nature 
that they may be protected by the Con- 
stitution, so serious are the rights of an 
individual regarding them. 

“Securing them has always rested 
with the discretion of the court. If it 
is required in this case it must be a 
matter of petition to the Court. In 
the order appointing the special com- 
missioner in this case the word ‘compel’ 
does not mean to compel to produce 
books and papers. I am Satisfied the 
learned Judge who made the order 
clearly intended these matters should 
follow the time-honored custom in pro- 
ceedings of equity.”’ 

In reply to a question from Attorrey 
Chester H. Krum of the Government 
counsel, Judge Adams said Commission- 
er Rombauer had no authority to issue 
a subpena duces tecum. 

Judge Adams retired from the Dis- 
trict Court room to the chamber of 
the Court of Appeals to hear the ar- 
Zument. E. C. Kramer. of East St. 
Louis, counsel for Fraser, filed a 
formal return to the answer filed by 
attorneys for the Government to the 
habeas corpus proceedings,

DENVER, Colo., Oct. 16.—That twelve 
babies and children entrusted to ‘'The 
Brotherhood of Light’”’ by the Denver 
authorities have starved to death, is the 
direct charge of the State Humane So- 
ciety. 

The “Brotherhood of Light’’ colony is 
on a ranch 400 miles southwest of Den- 
ver, and is in charge of C. C. Rose and 
others who send _ solicitors over the 
State to gather funds to 
orphans which it makes a specialty of 
boarding. Of 20 children in the custody 
of the Brotherhood only eight are alive. 
The older of the survivors are in the 
fields with the adults.

Recent bank failures due to, excessive 
and unsound investments by trust of- 
ficials were the chief Subject of discus- 
Sion at the meeting. of the Trust Com- 
pany section of the National Bankers’ 
Association beginning at 10 a. m. Tues- 
day at the Olympic Theater. 

Clark Williams of New York, presi- 
dent of the section, and Webb Jay, 
Commissioner of Banking for Massachu- 
setts, both declared that the greatest 
financial catastrophes occurring in times 
of ordinary prosperity were due to bad 
loans. They quoted as examples the 
failures of the Real Estate Trust Co. in 
Philadelphia and the Stensland Bank in 
Chicago. 

They laid the blame chiefly upon the 
bank directors in that they failed prop- 
erly to supervise the work of the o’%- 
ficials. They said that public opinion 
was aroused and that some means mus 
be found by bankers of awakening the 
directors as well as the officials to a 
sense of their moral and legal responsi- 
bilities. 

Mr. Webb advocated the passage of a 
law like that recently enacted in New 
York requiring the directors to make 
three inspections every year and issue 
detailed reports listing the assets 
good, doubtful and bad and naming# the 
holdings of the various bank officials 
and directors. 

The meeting was opened by President 
Williams and Festus J. Wade, president 
of the Mercantile Trust Co., who is 
spoken of for the next president of the 
section, made an address of welcome. 

About 500 representatives of trust com- 
panies from all parts of the country 
were present. 

Seated on the stage, besides President 
William and Mr. Wade, were Philip S. 
Babcock, chairman of the Executive 
Committee; Secretary James R. Branch, 
Comptroller of the Currency 
Barrett Ridgely of Washington and oth- 
ers.

The coaches were filled 
with passengers, many of whom were 
thrown to the floor and cut and bruised 
by fiving glass and splinters. 

Engineer John Wickley, 4 years old. 
whose home was at Champaign, IIL. 
was crushed under the overturned en- 
gine and died at Englewood Union Hes- 
pital.

26 veara old, fireman of 
the passenger train, Jumped from the 
engine a moment before the accident 
occurred. He was injured internally and 
suffered a probable fracture of the 


skull. 

A freight train brought the injured 
fireman and the dying engineer to Chi- 
cago and at the Sixty-third street cross- 


ing of the tracks the Stock \Yards po- 
lice took the victims to the) hospital. 
Many of the passengers who’ were cut 
and bruised in the wreck were attended 
near the scene by physicians who were 
summoned by officials of the railroad 
company.

17 Ocean-Going Steamers Were 
Wrecked and a Thousand 
Junks Battered to Pieces. 


(By Associated. Press.) 

VICTORIA, B. C.. Oct. 16.—Ten 
thousand lives blotted out, 17 steam- 
ers and sailing vessels wrecked or 
‘sadly damaged, over a thousand junks 
swamped, turned over or battered to 
ieces against the stone walls of 40e 
Praya, 80 per cent of the lighters, 
‘aunches, yachts, with house boats 
ind small native craft entirely des- 
troyed, many wharves wrecked, many 
lamaged, was the result of a typhoon 
lasting but two hours at Hong Kong 
on Sept. 18, according to advices 
brought by the steamer Empress of 
Japan, one of the few vessels to es- 
cape the disaster, which arrived yes- 
‘erday. 

The Empress of Japan but a day 
before gave place to the Kokloon 
Companv’s wharf to the steamer 
(“hangsha, which ras entirels 
wrecked at the dock. Kowloon sus- 
tained the heaviest loss, but all sec- 
tions of Hong Kong and the Hinter- 
iand suffered. 

There were 24 Europeans among 
those killed; others were Chinese, 
rostly of the boat and junk popula- 
tion. 

They usually ran for shelter when 
the warning gun was fired, but on 
the morning of the storm the signal 
was fired at 8:10, and at 8:30 the 
typhoon was at its height. The junk- 
men hurried for’ shelter, colliding 
with each other, cutting down yachts, 
house boats, ete., striving through the 
driving rain to reach Causeway Bay.
